Georgia Tech’s ascendent football star is today dimmed. Her football 
eleven encountered their time-honored rivals, the University of Georgia, yes- 
terday afternoon on Grant Field, and the latter came off with most of the 
glory, though victory failed to perch on its banners. 

Battling viciously in a heavy drizzle and on a field inches in mud and 
water, the two ancient athletic rivals staged one of the most hectic of their 
annual gridiron struggles before a crowd of 8,500, the largest that has ever 
witnessed a football game in Atlanta. : 

Nothing to nothing was the final outcome of the nineteenth struggle be- 
tween the two elevens, the second scoreless game they have fought. In the 
other seventeen games, Georgia was returned victorious in 9 and Tech in 8. 

Ruling as the favorites with the majority in advance of the game, the 
Yellow Jackets were put on the defensive from the jump and forced to fight 
to the utmost to ward off defeat.

Birmingham, Ala., November 13.— 
Awburn’s all but undisputed reign of 
the past two years over southern grid- 


Vanderbilt upset recent football tradi- 
tions and sent the Alabama Plainsmcn | 
down to defeat by the decisive score of | 
17 to 0. ' 

Not in two years had the Auburg 
line been crossed and many wagers: 
had been made that today it would go | 
unscathed. But Vanderbilt, suffering | 
under the sting of the crushing defeat 
administered by Virginia a week ago, | 
went into the game with a spirit that, 
was not to be denied. 

The men from Tennessee outclassed 
their Alabama rivals in all that goes 
to make up the modern game of foot- 
ball. They had the speed, the stamina, 
the skill and the heart. Auburn had 
the heart, too, and no beater cause was 
ever more stubbornly upheld than was 
the dying prestige of the men of the 
Plains. But the old Auburn machine 
was not working with its usual smooth- 
ness. The old smash and power was 
lacking. Time and again the Auburn 
backs would hurl themselves at the 
Vanderbilt line only to make a gain

They 
recognized the superiority of the Van- 
berbilt team and accorded it all credit 
for the victory. 

With Georgia and Tech ~laying a tie 
game in Atlanta today, the game be- 
tween Vanderbilt and Auburn was 
looked upon as practically deciding 
football supremacy in the territory of 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
association. This association does not 
include Virginia. Auburn already had 
defeated Georgia, but has yet to play 
Tech.

Vanderbilt's second touchdown was 
something of a fluke, but wonderful 
kicking brought about the opportu- 
nity. Wren, of Auburn, missed a 
punt. The ball, helped by a favoring 
wind, went well above his head. He 
reached for it, but only succeeded in 
getting part of his hands on the oval 
when it went sailing across the Auburn 
line. Cody and Curry had started 
down under the kick like veritable 
whirlwinds, and when the ball bound- 
ed across the line they were on top 
of it before an Auburn man could 
reach the spot. 

The third scoring by Vanderbilt was 
a field goal. Cody twice had tried to 
send the ball through the goal posts 
earlier in the game, but it was during 
the last seconds of play that he boot- 
ed it home fast and true from the 30- 
yard line. Just as the play was com- 
neted the whistle blew and the game 
was ended. 

Curry and Cody, of Vanderbilt, were 
a team in themselves. They were in 
every play. When Zerfoss would send 
one of his long, looping punts down 
the field, Cody and Curry were under 
the ball all the time.. This running un- 
der punts was perhaps the most mar- 
velous ever seen on a southern football 
field. It fairly stunned the Auburn 
layers, who were down almost before 
they could catch the ball. 


Cu rry’s Fine Work. 


Curry caught most of the punts for 
Vanderbilt and every time he did so he 
made from ten to thirty yards before 
he could be stopped. He slid through 
the Auburn field with the slipperiness 
of an eel, and although the smallest 
man on either side it generally took 
two or three Auburn players finally to 
bring him to a standstill. Friel, put in 
at left half as a substitute for Floyd, 
also played a brilliant game for Van- 
derbilt, and his line plunges in the later 
periods of play were amazing to be- 


Auburn team played steadily. 
Their forward passes offered, however, 
the one brilliant spot in their work. 

The game was not without its pictur- 
esque side. Between the halves the 
Auburn rootert invaded the field and 
held a grand parade. A brave little 
handful of Vanderbfit supporters, 
aided by a rather thin and brassy band, 
were not to be outdone and they, too, 
invaded the field. As they passed the 
stand where mos: of the Auburn ad- 
herents were clustered, the Vanderbilt 
students were bombarded with seat 
cushions. They took the assault good 
natnredly and returned the fire, later 
carrying off all cushions. 

An Auburn flag, waving from a high 
pole near the back field fence, was cut 
down by a Vanderbilt man. Several 
hundred Auburn students rushed to the 
rescue of their standard and attempted 
to raise it again amid great cheers, but 
the halyards had been fouled in some 
way and the bunting would not go up. 
A little fellow then climbed part way 
up the staff and nailed the colors to 
the mast.

Building Decrease, 1 Per Cent Now. 

According to reports compiled by The 
American Contractor, of New York, 
from 73 leading cities of the country, 
October building operations proved to 
be the largest of any previous month 
of the year, showing a gain of 42 per 
cent over October, 1914, and reducing 
the deficit for the ten menths to only

1 er cent. 


f the 73 cities reporting to the pub- 
lication October’s building permits to- 
taled $62,938,777, as compared with $44,- 
227,293 for October last year. This is 
a gain of 42 per cent. In September 
there was a gain of 32 per cent, and 
in August a gain of 14 per cent, while 
the comparative reports for months 


earlier in the year show losses as com- 


pared with 1914. 

Commenting on the building industry 
in general, the magazine says: 

“The increase last month was so 
large that it seems to mark a full re- 
turn to the normal amount of con- 
struction work. The improvement is 
general through the country, 52 of the 
73 cities showing gains. 

Among the cities making the more 
notable increases are the following, 
together with the percentage of their 
gains: Akrn, 229; Albany, 195; Balti- 
more, 110; Boston, 100; Cincinnati, 115; 
Dayton, 762; Harrisburg, 196; Kansas 
City, 183; Manchester, 198: Minneapolis, 
120; Nashville, 120; Oklahoma, 2,027; 
Omaha, 128; St. Joseph, 146; Sioux City, 
180; Spokane, 170; Springfield, III., 156; 
Toledo, 101; Washington, 230; Wichita, 


“The influence of the splendid show- 
ing of the past three months has prac- 
tically offset the reverses of the first 
seven months of the year, the total 
returns for ten months reaching $566,- 
823,188, as compared with $574,316.049, 
for the corresponding months of 1914, 
a decrease of only 1 per cent.” 

The year’s decrease now is only 1

Standard Investment Secu- 
rities in Continued Neglect. 
Because of Improved Trade 
Metal Shares in Improved 


Demand. 


New York, November 13.—The only 
distinguished feature of today’s dull 


and perfunctory market was the fur- 


ther strength of specialties and the 
continued neglect of standard stocks. 
War shares, automobile issues and 
some of the more obscure but high- 
priced industrials, including a few of 
the tobacco group, recorded gains rang- 
ing from 2 to 13 points, while railway 
investments moved within extremely 
narrow limits, when quoted at all. 
Trading had the familiar marks re- 


sulting from a week of irregular and 
uncertain changes. There was a fur- 
ther abstention of public interest, and 
short coveri in some of the war de- 
scription was reported by commission 
houses. Contrary to its custom ef re- 
cent week-ends, London was active 
again on the selling side. Except for 
the specialties, however, final prices 
were inconclusive. 

Sentiment in conservative circles was 
inclined to greater caution, for which 
the resumption of activity in special- 
ties was partly accountable. Trading 
is being dis- 
couraged, even where known merit is 
recognized. The metal shares are com- 
manding more attention, not only be- 
cause of the favorable conditions in 
that industry, but for the additional 
reason that this class of stock is “out 
ot line” or lower than the balance of 
the list. 

Local banks made an actual cash 
gain of about $12,000,000, loans ex- 
panded by $26,000,000 and deposits by 
over $42,000,000, with a gain of ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 in excess re- 
serves. 

Mixed changes were shown by the 
exchange markets, London easing a 
trifle from yesterday's better rates, 
while Paris and Berlin were lower, al 
on light offerings. It is believed that 
the French industrial commission now 
in this country to make heavy pur- 
chases of various supplies, will soon 
enter into negotiations with our bank- 
ers for a credit of substantial propor- 
tions. 

Today’s bond market was dull and 
without especial feature. Total sales, 
par value, amounted to $2,770,000.

. Chicago, November 13.—Assumptions 
that export trade from the United 
States would soon become larger en- 


o couraged bullish sentiment today in 


the wheat trade. The outcome was a 
steady close, 7-8 to 7-8@ic net higher, 
1.06 3-8. Gains were scored also by 
other speculative articles — corn 
1-2@5-8c to 5-8¢, oats 1-8 to 1-4c and 
provisions a shade to 7 1-2@10c. 
Leading bulls in wheat took the 
ground “that foreign developments ap- 
peared to be directing the immediate 
European demand more and more to 
this country. Stress was laid on re- 
ports that the supply in Great Britain 
was almost negligible and on the con- 
tinued strength of prices here and at 
other domestic centers, notwithstand- 
ing the exceptionally heavy crop move- 
ment of late. Views of this character 
helped to bring in sufficient buying to 
start prices up-grade at the outset, and 
there was at no time any serious reac- 
tions except of the most transient sort. 
Decreasing arrivals in the northwest 
had considerable effect in gaining addi- 


‘tional friends for the bull side of the 


wheat market. In this connection 
gossip was current that much wheat 
was being shipped from Minneapolis 
all-rail to New York for export. Due 
notice was also taken of advices from 
Kansas City telling that demand there 
was brisk. 
Demand for corn broadened out to a 
notable degree especially on the part 
of rural dealers. Despite heavy profit- 


taking by some prominent longs, the 


upward tendency of prices could not be 
overcome. Complaints regarding the 
poor quality of the crop gave the chief 
incentive to the buying. 

Oats hardened in 2 with 
corn. Gains were somewhat checked. 
though, by knowledge that receipts 
here for the week had been the largest 
for any corresponding week in five 
years. 

Provisions responded to the strength 
of hogs and grain. Export sales were 
said to have reached an average of 
more than twice the normal total.

Outlook. 


New York, November 13.—(Special.) 
The stock market was in the throes 
of a violent shaking out of weak ac- 
counts during the past week, with 
nearly every factor aiding the tempo- 
rary ascendancy of the bears, when 
the unfilled tonnage figures of the 
United States Steel corporation were 


published. The increase in the steel 
business, ‘which is taken as a barome- 
ter of the country’s trade conditions, 
which was shown in the report was 
responsible for a hurry to cover by 
shorts, although before doing so they 
took one last violent fling at prices. 
Although all of the uncertainties on 
which the reaction was based still ex- 
fet, all basic conditions of industrial 
and railroad business in the United 
States and Canada are so good and show 
promise of so much more improvement 
that it is believed there will be a re- 
sumption of rising stock prices during 
much of the rest of the year. The 
principal reason for the recent weak- 
ness has been that fresh incentive to 
buy securities had been lacking. Pros- 
perity talk has been general for 
months, and on it most of the bull mar- 
ket of the last six months has depend- 
‘ed, but it required some new evidence 
of this, at this time, to bring further 
buying into the market. With buying 
power somewhat curtailed and with the 
market full of speculators with stop- 
loss orders against their purchases at 
a few points below prevailing prices, 
it was easy to drive down nearly all 
issues which had been strong in re- 
cent weeks. The week technical 
position of the market was made evi- 
dent to bears at a time when they 
knew they had the best kind of an op- 
portunity to attack market values. The 
larger bear operators also knew that 
it was probable that the increasing 
railroad earnings being shown in all 
recent reports coupled with the gener- 
al improvement in business of all kinds 
ateadily taking place would be reflect- 
ed in a new wave of buying in stocks 
before long. An experienced observer 
of the market could easily see that 
they acted as though they believed 
this was the last chance for a long 
time to get a good-sized reaction in 
some issues. Intérnational complica- 
tions seems to be about the only pres- 
ent source of ammunition for another 
bear attack, and the consistent refus- 
al of the administration to get mixed- 
up in a war is believed to have drawn 
the sting out of any attack on stock 
values from that direction. Although 


it was all fdr the benefit of a small. 
group of professional bear speculators, 


the reaction in the market has undoubt- 
edly been better for it ag giving a firm- 
er basis for permanent strength, while 
it has again served as an example of 
the disaster which awaits bull opera- 
tors on small margins. 

Cheap Money Causing Inflation. 

The highest point in demand for 
funds for moving crops comes at about 
this time of year, and there is also 
the additional drain on reserve cash 
at this time due to the withdrawals 
of large sums for the recent Anslo- 
French loan and for many other pur- 
poses, yet money-loaning rates are at 
about the low level of the year. Time 
money and call money are almost at 
the borrowers’ bid, so low do rates 
seem for this time of year, while com- 
mercial paper is being sought by 
banks and a borrower has no difficulty 
if the name and security are good. Six 
months’ paper a few days ago was dis- 
counted by banks in New York at 2% 
per cent, which is about the lowest 
rate for it in many years. The steady 
arrival of gold shipments, though in 
smaller amounts than the spectacularly 
huge amounts of a few weeks ago, 
has tended to create a temporary con- 
dition of inflation. Bankers are hope- 
ful that this condition will not be per- 
manent and it is believed that if no 
needs for’ funds are found by borrow- 
ers, that banks will create needs. 

The delays in arranging for further 
credits for Great Britain, as well as 
for other European nations, which have 
been seen have resulted from various 
formalities and objections to terms 
raised in London. Great Britain as 
the lending nation of the world is still 
finding there are many things to be 
learned when it comes to borrowing. 
The latest credits being arranged are 
distinctly banking arrangements as 
distinguished from the joint national 
bond issue for France and GPeat Brit- 
ain now being sold throughout the 
country to investors. The reason for 
these further credits lies in the unwill- 
ingness of American bankers to re- 
ceive such large payments as have been 
made in gold indefinitely, believing 


in excess of 26,000,000 tons, 


try formerly purchased from Germany: 

The many increases which have been 
seen in dividend rates in the last few 
months, it is believed, will be follow- 
ed by many orders and within a short 
time, it is predicted, disbursements will 
be on the largest scale on record. In 
reverse of the record of a year ago 
when nearly every change in a div- 
idend rate meant either a reduction or 
a total discontinuance for the time, 
it is now almost a daily occurrence to 
hear of a resumption of dividends or 
an increase. Many companies which 
never have made a disbursement are 
expected to make initial payments 
before long, while within a few months, 
the results of war order profits are 
expected to figure in many dividend 
payments. 


Large Mergers Prebable. 


Various mergers of companies have 
been rumored and denied, but the be- 
lief persists in financial circles that 
a combination of companies engaged 
in making steel is to be seen, while 
a large 8 of automobile compa- 
nies is now believed in quite generally 
in well-informed quarters. It would 
not be surprising if there might be, 
within the next year or so, a new cor- 
poration in the esteel business which 
would be of almost as great influence 
in the trade as the United States Steel 
corporation. 

The long fight of minority interests 
in the International Mercantile Marine 
company for a better treatment in re- 
organization is believed to be about 
over. New and powerful banking in- 
terests have allied themselves with 
those striving to get better treatment 
for the stockholders of the old cor- 
poration and it is reported that their 
claims will now be recognized. 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail- 
way has completed its possiblities as a 
solvent property (for receivership 
might have been removed if conditions 
warranted) by failing to pay its bond 
interest due November 1. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the road will not 
Stay in receivers’ hands very long as 
a plan of reorganization is under prep- 
aration, and the growing traffic on the 
lines will make reorganization easier 
with each new gain in earnings. 

Copper Market Strengthens. 


The copper market has shown fur- 
ther strength during the last week, 
with sales of the metal at 18% and 
higher per pound. A large buyin 
movement followed a warning issue 
by a leading financial organ to the ef- 
fect that consumers of copper mis- 


judge the situation when they hold off 


purchases on expectations that a large 
surplus will pile up and cause a re- 
duction in prices. t was pointed out 
in this warning that demand ig con- 


tinually expanding, but that it was not 


probable that much more would be 
added to output of mines and refiner- 
ies than has been the rule for some 
time. It is believed that the 3 point 
(about 2,000,000, 0 00 pounds of copper 
a year in the United States) has been 
reached for production in this country. 
A feature of the market in recent weeks 
has been the increasing purchases for 
pg tet commercial use. The lead- 
ing buying for a long time had been 
for use in war munitions, with that 
for the use of arts and industries at a 
small figure as n with pre-war 
days. As a fresh batch of munitions 
contracts are being placed or are look- 
ed for soon, a new large buying move- 
ment in copper for war supplies is ex- 


pected. 

The prediction of Charles M. Schwab, 
made in 1901, that the steel industry 
of the United States would be produc- 
ing 20,000,000 tons of steel a year 
by 1910 and 40,000,000 by 1920, is bein 
commented on in the industry and in 
financial circles, for the 1915 output of 
steel is expected to be very close to 
40,000,000 tons. The 1910 figures were 

and it i 
now predicted that 1920 will see above 
50,000,000 tons produced unless some 
disaster to the country intervenes, Re- 
cent reports of e 8 
pöint to the possibility of 45,000,000 tons 
output in 1916 if the present export 
demand holds out for another seven or 
eight months and the expected heavy 
buying of railroad steel supplies is 
seen. Recent orders have been at a 
rate which suggests an even larger un- 
filled tonnage record for November 
than has been shown for October, 
while prices continue to advance. 

Grain Crop Value $5,500, 


The grain crops of the country are 
estimated as worth $5,500,000,000 this 
year, or half a billion more than in 
1914, by the nent of agriculture. 
The latest estimates of yield show 
even further increase. The cron crop 
is placed at 3,090,000,000 bushels, or 
415,000,000 bushels above last year. A 
wheat crop above a Dillion bushels 


during 1915 is a certainty, and the final | 


figures for the year may show that it 
is considerably beyond that figure. Ex- 
port buying has kept wheat prices at 
above $1 a bushel at Chicago, but the 
pressure of huge supplies has prevent- 
ed any buying enthusiasm and has aid- 
ed shorts in making small reactions. 
Cotton Uptrend Probable. 

The slump in cotton seems to be 
about over and a recovery is now look- 
ed for even though recent crop esti- 
mates and government figures of gin- 
ning, etc., indicate that the supply from 
the 1915 crop will be in excess of earlier 
estimates. A heavier export movement 
is expected before long owing to the 
belief that there will be a big demand 
for cotton,cloth in Europe this winter, 
as so much cotton has been diverted to 
war use that a shortage of cloth for 
the civil populations is said to exist. 


New York, November 
peace, what? War order stocks such 
as Westinghouse, New Tork Air Brake, 
Allis chalmers, Crucible, Midvale, 


American Locomotive, Bethlehem, have 


declined from 5 to 150 points from the 
high record prices established only one 


week ago last Saturday. At that time 
peace throughout Europe was gener- 
ally considered at least another fifteen 
months away. Part of the sensational 
declines that have recently taken place 
in the war-order stocks must be at- 
, tributed merely to technical stock mar- 
| ket conditions—too many people. had 
; bought too many industrials at prices 
which were entirely too high. As is al- 
ways the case, however, the decline 
started on definite news developments. 
This time it was a growing feeling, 
that perhaps after all the war was not 


to last indefinitely. 

As yet no one believes that peace is 
‘actually in sight; but for the past fort- 
night peace talk has been growing at 
| such a steady rate that such reports 


‘undoubtedly have been an influence in 
(the declines of the war shares. Irre- 
spective of the stock market a great 
many thoughtful people in Wall street 
were asking this week: If peace were 
suddenly arranged, that is, if peace 
negotiations were to aetually begin in 
the very near future, What would be 
| the result? 
Peace Probability Ridiculed. 

In most quarters the mere sugges- 
tion of early peace was met with de- 
'rision. On the other hand, there were 
a few people who expressed the be- 
lief this week that something was 
now going on in Germany which as 
yet could not be understood in this 
country. The belief heid by a few 
that a change in German sentiment has 
rapidly been taking place recently is 
based on the newspaper comments now 
being published in Germany. For ex- 
ample, only this? weekgin The Nor- 
waerts, the powerful socialist organ at 
Berlin, began an editorial with the 
statement that after fifteen months of 
the world’s most terrible war states- 
men of the countries involved appeared 
to be unable to make it clear to the 
people for what purpose they are 
shedding their blood, adding: 

“The defense of the fatherland, free- 
dom, justice, kulture—all no longer 
suffices today. These are words which 
each one can interpret as he likes, and 
it is really high time to speak more in- 
telligently and to the point. It seems 
almost as though both parties to the 
war feared to betray their plans to 
each other, for it is not only France 
and England that shroud their war 
goal and peace conditions in fog; the 
German government is no less reticent, 
and, still more, whenever expressing 
itself as to the purpose of the war, con- 
\fines itself to generalities which may 
| be in place in firing soldiers with cour- 
age before a’ charge; but which do not 
serve to desseminate the necessary 
clarity as to Germany’s final intentions, 
either at home or abroad. The war con- 
| tinues indefinitely because both parties 
| fear to place limits to their demands 
and speak them out for fear that the 
announcement of the object for which 
i they are fighting will de interpreted as 
-a sign of weakness. It may go so far 
that this war will end with complete 
,exhaustion of all parties because no 
one cared to say under what specific 
conditions it was prepared ‘to end it. 
If this is to be prevented, then all the 
‘governments must at least leave the 
realm of rhetorical generalities, and 
confess tiueir concrete programs, ana 
it. confused by the changing fortunes 
of war, they are not able any longer 
to picture to themselves clearly the 
objects of war, let them open tne flood- 
gates of public discussion. Then we 
shall soon have clarity, and, as we 
hope, peace.“ 

Aposties of Peace on Increase. 
When it is recalled that only a few 
months ago the whole German nation 
was agreed on pushing the war to a 
successful conclusion, the foregoing is 
(highly significant. 

One of the best- known international 
‘bankers in the financial district 
‘born in Germany, lived in London for 

fifteen years, and even today is a 
British subject, although he has made 
his home in New York for the past 
twenty years. With the object of get- 
ting his broad viewpoint this banker 
was asked this week if he placed any 
importance in the peace talk now be- 


ing heard. 

“Not the slightest,” was his quick 
reply, with a sweep of the hand. “There 
will be no peace until one of two things 
happen; until either one side or the 
other forced to confess defeat or else 
both sides are completely exhausted.”

New York, November 13.—After open- 
ing lower the cotton market rallied 
on week-end covering with January 
contracts selling up from 11.71 to 11.90 
and closing at 11.88. The general list 
closed steady at a net advance of 9 
to 13 points. Apprehensions of un- 
favorable weather in the south over 
Sunday and continued .reports of an 
improving spot démand appeared to re- 
strict offerings, and buyers evidently 
found very little cotton for sale around 
the ring. 

The market opened at a decline of 
5 to 7 points with March selling off to 
11.92 and May to 12.06 under liquida- 
tion, and scattering local pressure, 
which appeared to be inspired by rel- 
atively easy cables; a bearish crop 
estimate from foreign sources and the 
failure of the weather map to show 
the freezing temperatures which have 
been expected. The private cables re- 
porting that prominent English statis- 
ticians estimated this year’s growth of 
American cotton at 12,300,000 ‘bales, 
also stated that the same authorities 
indicated a probability that they would 
be forced to reduce, their estimate 
placing the world’s consumption 
at 15,000,000 bales, and these ad- 
vices were probably one of the chief 
factors on the early decline. The re- 
port of the census bureau showing do- 
mestic mill consumption for October 
of 600,635 bales excluding linters 
against 451,899 last year, or a total 
consumption of lint and linters for the 
month of 669,579 bales against 482,001, 
was considered in line with bullish 
ideas, however, and buyers were also 
influenced by favorable reports from 
the goods trade, as well as by predic- 
tions that freezing temperatures were 
likely in the south. 

Demand did npt become general on 
the advance, but was sufficiently ac- 
tive to send March contracts up to 
12.11 and March to 12.25 with the gen- 
eral list selling about 11 to 14 points 
net higher. The close was 2 or 3 points 
off from the best under realizing. Bul- 
lish spot market advices included re- 
ports that representatives of Swedish 
spinners were in the domestic markets 
for 100,000 bales of cotton to be ship- 
ped direct to Sweden, and had ar- 
ranged with the British government in 
‘order to avoid any interference with 
these consignments.

Announcement today, published else- 
where, of the plans of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway company for the acquisition of the 
Carolina, Atlantic and Western, which will 
be formally approved at a special stock- 
holders’ meeting in Petersburg, Va., Mon- 
day, is of particular interest to the south

Although it has long been a system of 
strength and importance among traffic 
handlers in the southeast, it may be said 
this acquisition of the Carolina, Atlantic 
and Western is the real beginning of the 
Greater Seaboard Air Line. That there are 
still big things before it is evident in the 
approval of a $300,000,000 bond issue, only 
$25,000,000 of which is to be used at the 
present time, and in connection with this 
particular project. 

What the Seaboard hag achieved through 
this consolidation stands out clearly on the 
map. It not only gets the equivalent of a 
double track from Hamlet into ‘Savannah, 
but it opens with this second track entirely 
new Seaboard territory and two new Sea- 
board ports—Georgetown and Charleston. 
By building 85 miles from Savannah to 
Charleston, the only new railroad extension 
made in the south since the beginning of 
the European ‘war, the Seaboard acquires 
416 miles of additional line through terri- 
tory which it has not heretofore touched 
and, in addition to two new ports, secures a 
new route to Florida which, besides business 
of its own, will relieve greatly the strain on 
the main line from Hamlet through Colum- 
bia, dividing the traffic and moving it with 
the same facility as on a double track. 

A little study of the map, especially of 
the whole Seaboard system, with its east- 
ern connections’ at Washington on the one 
hand, and extending way into southern 
Florida on the other, must quickly convince 
anyone of the immense traffic value. of a 
plan which brings relief to it at its most 
congested points. Right where the traffic 
is heaviest, from Hamlet to the south, the 
main line will now divide, covering two 
splendidly productive territories and han- 
dling the Florida business with the great- 
est ease. 

In consummating this enterprise in the 
midst of the European war and during the 
recent business depression, Mr. Warfield 
has done a wonderful work. 

It is noteworthy that a substantial 
share of the new bond issue has been taken 
by bankers and financiers of the south—an 
expression of their faith in the property as 


well as in the men who are directing its 


future. 
While taking this step it is evident that 


the Seaboard is preparing for still bigger 
things ahead. The present acquisition, as 
important as it is, took up scarcely more 
than 8 per cent of the ultimate contem- 
plated bond issue. With this whole issue, 
applied to meet expanding opportunities, 
there is no limit to the Seaboard’s future— 
a future indissolubly interwoven with the 
development of the south. |

It ig in the nature of a Festival of Pros-

They Live on Boll Weevil 
And Other Insect Pests 


A number of states have very strict laws 
against the killing and caging of birds, and 
it is likely that other states must follow suit 


if the bird life of the country is to be saved 


in sufficient numbers to be of real benefit. 

are the greatest foe the farmer has 
to contend with, and the birds are the great- 
est foe of the insects. 

It has been frequently asserted that the 
boll weevil would have made but sléw prog- 
ress in this country had the state it first 
entered protected its birds as it should have 
done. 

The following communication from Pro- 
fessor R. J. H. DeLoach, director of the 
Georgia experiment station, will be read with 
interest by those who are interested in the 
extermination of the various insects that 
menace the farmer's growing crops: 


The Importance of Bird Protection. 

The importance of bird study and protec- 
tion is generally recognized among profes- 
sional men and nature students, as well as 
among students of agricultural economics, 
put there is some doubt as to whether the 
people at large fully realize what birds stand 
for in nature. Through a careful survey by 
the bureau of biological survey, we learn 
that birds are becoming a most important 
factor in the control of insect pests and 
noxious weeds, Yn fact, the reports which 
have recently been published show that cer- 
tain insect pests are almost, if not entirely, 
controlled by certain species of birds. 

A tree swallow’s stomach was found to 
contain 40 chinch bugs and fragments of 
many others, besides other species of insects, 
This little bug, which is only one-fifth of 
an inch long, comes in great swarms just in 
time to completely destroy young grain in 
spring, and then go from the small grain to 
the corn fields a little later. Therefore, the 
tree swallow is a friend of the corn and 
wheat grower. A bank swallow in Texas 
devoured at one time 68 cotton boll weevils. 
The boll weevil costs the cotton growing 
states more than $20,000,000 annually. It 
must go without argument that the bank 
swallow is an invaluable aid in the fight 
against the boll weevil, Thirty-five 
swallows had taken an average of 18 boll 
weevilg each. Two stomachs of the pine 
siskin in California contained 900 black olive 
scales and 300 plant lice. A killdeer’s stom- 
ach taken in November in Texas contained 
over 300 mosquito larvae. A yellowhammer’s 
stomach contained more than 28 white grubs. 
The white grub destroys corn and various 
garden crops to the amount of many millions 
of dollars worth each year. 

Over fifty species of birds are known to 
eat the boll weevil, and the common quail or 
Bob White eats 135 species of insects. There 
is hardly a species of bird that has not in 
its diet some insect pest and noxious weed 
seed, and certainly every insect known has 
its bird enemy. It seems that nature 
through long stretches of time has adjusted 
herself so that we must have birds in order 


‘to keep insects from destroying all forms of 


plant life on the globe. To have birds about 
our farms and gardens we must encourage 
them and provide nesting places for them. 

We gladly indorse the Audubon movement 
for the protection of wild birds, and eape- 
cially the Junior Audubon wark which takes 
the study into the schools of the state. Young 
people should know the value of birds to 
the community, and should be taught to love 
and protect rather than to kill birds, and we, 
therefore, commend this work as being some- 
thing worthy the attention of the business 
men of the state.

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One Way to Solve 
A Complex Problem 


By lama Dooly. 

One of the greatest assets in the social 
life and hospitality of the south is the negro 
woman cook. Let this be borne in mind, no 
matter what the complexities of the servant 
problem are, and no matter what the many 
reasons are for these complexities. 

All negro women are not good cooks, not 
any more than all the white women of the 
south are good housekeepers. As a rule, 
however, the good housekeeper and the good 
cook are found in the same household, and 
where there is a grumbling housekeeper, 
whe makes a bugbear of her duties as 
housékeeper, usually there is a bad cook. 

There was never a time in the south’s 
civilization when the qualities of the negro 
woman as cook were more apparent and 
when a greater premium has been put upon 
the negro woman cook. Therefore the time 
is ripe for the women of the south in their 
various forms of organization to realize what 
they have in the negro cook and to do some- 
thing definite toward preserving the asset 
and perpetuating it. ; 


Striking Examples. 

Two striking examples illustrating the 
statements I have made have presented 
themselves to me lately. The first is in the ex- 
perience of a large southern hotel with all the 
modern conveniences to make hotel life per- 
fect. With a view to making the living of 
the hotel the best in the section, the initia- 
tive effort of the management was to bring 
foreign chefs to the culinary department 
some direct importations, the others from 
the north and east. 

The venture was not successful. To be- 
gin with the foreign help soon began to see 
that domestic labor in the south was done 
by the colored people; that there was no 
recreative opportunity for white domestic 
labor, and that they did not have a class or 
element of their own. They did not under- 
stand conditions here, what the native prod- 
ucts were, what they had to draw from in 
the country around them. ‘They could only 
use the materials they knew of in outside 
markets—and lastly, they did not know how 
to pander to the tastes of the majority of 
the people, and there was the continued cary 
for what is called “home cooking.” ; 

One force after another was employed/ at 
exorbitant price, the same failure following, 
until finally it was decided to try the expe- 
rience of home cooking by home talent. Ne- 
gro women cooks were employed and the 
gtoup put under the direction of a skilled 
culinary artist and caterer—a housekeeper— 
a lady. e result has been that the people 
who patronize the hotel since are better sat- 
isfied. They commend what the

Besides the “getting back home” in the 
matter of housekeepers looking after the af- 
fairs of their tables, the housekeepers of the 
south will find it profitable to help the ne- 
gro woman and girl get raining whith 
will enable them to become good cooks. 

It is natural for the better element of 
negro mothers to send their children to the 
best schools there are for the negro child, 
and they are doing it. It is not the fault of 
that child or its mothetf if the school is not 
what it ought to be to equip the child for 
usefulness, Has it ever occurred to southern 
housekeepers to inquire what the curricu- 
lum ig in the common schools of Georgia 
for the training of the negro child? There 
has been and is still a growing interest in 
making: the school for the white child more 
practical and one hears an earnest plea for 
vocational training and the training of che 
white child in the domestic arts, but who is 
looking to the proper training of the black 
who represents logically one of our greatest 
domestic assets? . 

Worthy negro leaders are struggling 
right in Atlanta to establish schools where 
negro boys and girls may be trained in In- 
dustrial and domestic labor, but they have 
received very little encouragement from the 
white housekeepers who would reap the 
largest benefits from such institutions. 

It would be a most practical thing if some 
of Atlanta’s many organizations would take 
up this matter of looking after the all im- 
portant asset of the home—the “good cook.” 
No long drawn out survey will have to be 
made ag to conditions—they are well known.

use of fifty millions. Almost all of the 
trunk lines are getting ready to buy new 
cars, one of them purposing buying 25,000 
new cars, which are to be delivered as soon 
as possible. 

If Great Britain and France are now re- 
fraining from buying steel commodities in 
the United States, as the report from Paris 
alleges to be the fact, the falling off or cés- 
sation of orders of that kind does not appear 
to have any other effect upon the steel in- 
dustry of the United States than is disclosed 
by the operation of the plants to their full 
capacity. 

) Encouraging Report. 

In the circular which is issued monthly 
under the supervision of Frank A. Vanderlip, 
president of the National City bank, atten- 
tion is called to the fact that trade and in- 
dustry are increasing, and rapidly increas- 
ing, the effect being specially noticeable in 
sections of the country where a year ago 
business was stagnant, practically prostrated. 
Encouraging as a report of this kind is re- 
garded by Mr. Vanderlip and his associates, 
nevertheless it is thought expedient to call 
attention to what may prove to be a disturb- 
ing factor in this situation, for much of this 
prosperity, the circular asserts, can be traced 
to the vast business which has been created 
directly or indirectly by the European war, 
and it is assumed that much of this busi- 
ness is likely to come to an end any time. 
Therefore, it is the part of prudence for 
American business men to keep constantly in 
mind the contingency that the war may 
speedily end, and when it does business wil! 
be to a considerable extent affected thereby. 

In reply to this monition, attention is 
directed to the vast increase in domestic 
business of all kinds and especially in tne 
business which the railroad companies are 
now offering to the manufacturers of steel 
and other commodities of which the railroad 
has need. 

Some time next month the association of 
manufacturers whose output is chiefly mar- 
keted with the railroads will meet at its an- 
nual session in this city. For two or three 


_ years members of this association have at 


their annual meetings not been in the best 
of spirits. Their business had fallen off 
woefully, the railroads were not buying ma- 
chinery, tools, apparatus and equipment. It 
Was necessary to lay off * illed ar- 
tisans, and the business as a whole was car- 
ried on from hand to mouth. 

This year the representatives of this 
business, which is one of the largest in the 
United States, will come together in the best 
of spirits. They will be able to report that 
the railroads are buying equipment in large 
amounts and will continue to buy. If the 
railroads maintain their demands, then it is 
inevitable that whether the war ends before 
New Year's or continues another year do- 
mestic business of all kinds will share the 
stimulus occasioned by the advent of the 


railroad’ companies into the steel and equip- | 


ment markets. 

Those who argue in this way admit that 
the railroads reflect the effect of the stu- 
pendous war orders, but if the railroads are 
hereby enabled to in some measure finance 
their own needs, then the condition of the 
-= will be healthful even though Eu- 
rope should terminate its heavy war orders 
n this country.

Two reports which seem to be incongis- 
tent and even paradoxical when one is com- 
pared with the other were published early 
in the week upon the same day. One of these 
reports came from Paris and was published 
under a Paris date line. The other was based 
upon authoritative information respecting 
the production and marketing of iron and 
steel. - 

If the report from Paris be accurate, then 
France and England have been dissuaded 
from buying steel products in the United 
States on account of the high prices which 
American manufacturers are said to have 
charged for thelr products. As a result, 
France and England are endeavoring to 
make in their own manufacturing plants the 
steel bara and other products which a few 
months ago they were anxious to Duy in the 
United States. Therefore, within a short 
time England and France will be able, hav- 
ing re-equipped their mills and enlarged 
their plants, to make substantially the iron 
and steel commodities they need. 

It is pointed out this morning that there 
may be another reason why England and 
France are turning to their own steel manu- 
facturing plants than the alleged excessive 
charges made by the American manufac- 
turers. That reason is to be found in the 
remarkable increase in domestic demands 
for steel commodities. Our own steel in- 
dustry is driven to its utmost capacity and

REPORT ON PEACE 
MADE TO GEORGIA 
FEDERATED CLUBS 


Following is the peace report to the 
Georgia State Federation of Women's 
Clubs: 

Our federation bases its hope for 
man’s ultimate realization of the ideal 
of a world at peace, on the growth in 
human consciousnes of the funda- 
mental principle that nations, like in- 
dividuals, shail not do wrong. 

Faith for this hope lies in the thought 
that God's in heaven, all’s right with 
the world.“ 

The means for realization of this 
ideal must, as we conceive it, come 
through the education of man to a be- 
lief in the evolution by him of world 
harmony, because its principle is in- 
volved in his being, and worked out 
through the process of becoming right 
in mind and deed by overcoming che 


wrong in mind and deed. 


As individuals, we reach our ideals 
of right by slow degrees, and at best 
most of us manifest only in part the 
ideal which yet is the mainspring of 
all our being. So we must expect 
world ideas of right to come to reali- 


‘zation by slow degrees, and though 


the world peace ideal may be worked 
out only in the distant future, even 
supposing its absolute attainment 
should stretch into the millennial 
dawn, yet surely we must hold to the 
ideal and to build toward it with 
confident assurance that we are work- 
ing with the eternal forces for good, 
and are building fora future, when our 
world shall cobine to stop such con- 
flicts as now oppress mankind. 

Mothers and educators of youth, will 
you teach your boys and girls to work 
tor the same principle of right in the 
guidance of national cenduct, that you 
teach is the standard rule for their 
individual lives?—that man, in dealing 
with his fellow man, shall not do 
W 


As . civic and state life we up- 
hold principles of law and justice, so 
in the great world of nations, we can 
hope for peace and harmony only when 
international law and 8 take the 
lace of international lawlessness and 
national self-aggrandizement at the 
expense of other nations. 

While the present peace outlook is 
appalling in its lack of peace, there 
are pointings to the ideal in the many 
suggestions made by numerous peace 
organizations, -as to how to bring 
abdut this desired world state. These 
organi@ations exist all over the world. 
Foremost writersand thinkers in Eu- 
rope and America are studying the 
causes that led to the present world 
conflict, and how we may avert this 
terrific. evil in the future. Peace- 
lovers by no means agree on the va- 
rious methods proposed, but that meth- 
ods are suggested goes to show ‘a 
strong spirit of protest against war in 
the settlement of international dif- 
ferences. 

As a federation our attitude towards 
the belligerent nations should be one 
of strict neutrality, and our steady aim 
should be the education of public opin- 
ion to the idea that international law 
should take the place of international 
discord and strife. 

We feel sorry for ‘warring nations 
and our helplessness regard them. 
When our own country w orn by 
civil strife, southern poets voiced the 
peace cry of humanity. Henry Tim- 
rod_prayed for peace in plaintive 7

Progress in Second District 


The federation at Albany gave an; 


impetus to the different departments 
of work fostered by the Georgia fed- 
eration, which has been fully express- 
ed by the clubs of the second district 
during the past year. When the re- 
ports began to come in from the differ- 
ent club presidents telling me of the 
pleasure and inspiration they had re- 
ceived from their literary. programs 
and of how their influence was being 
felt for better schools and more beau- 
tiful streets and healthy surroundings 
I was sick at heart because I could 
not give a detailed report of what each 
club had done this year from lack of 
time. 

There are thirty-two clubs in the sec- 
ond district, with nine hundred and 
Mty members. They raised and ex- 
pended $5,725 for various educational, 


| philanthropic and civic purposes. 


Libraries and Library Extension. - 
Nearly all the clubs contribute to 
the libraries in their towns, while 
Boston, Camilla, Thomasville and Tif- 
ton and Pelham own theirs. Thomas- 
ville having already established their 
library, this year has spent $300 toward 
it, besides contributing 268 books. 
Camilla not only works for their own 
library but has given a nucleus for 
two to rural schools. The Woman’s 
club at Pelham, donated a library of 
fifty volumes to a rural community. 
The Tifton clubs have established 
twenty. rural school libraries. Boston 
not only secured a Carnegie library for 
their town this year, but have given 
500 volumes to it themselves and have 
agreed to maintain it for two years. 
Sylvester, Leary, Cooledge, Thomas- 
ville and Moultrie have rest rooms. 
The clubs have all given especial 
attention to domestic science, especi- 
ally the Civic league at Pelham and 


the Albany Woman’s club. Several of | 


the clubs had a cooking demonstra- 
tioff by an expert from the G. N. I. C. 
at Milledgeville. 

There are nine of the clubs in the 
second district organized doe! ge 
for, civic improvement, while all of 
them have a civic department. Cairo 
has spent over a hundred dollars put- 
ting new plants on the courthouse 
lawn, while Doerun is working on a 
park and playground, having already 
secured $300 towards it. The study 
class at Thomasville, has bought Mag- 
nolia Park and has the most perfectly 
equipped 1 in Georgia. 

Most all the clubs are interested in 
the schools, six scholarships having 
been given away, while oston hag 
adopted five rural schools to supervise. 
Practically all of the clubs contribute 
to the Students' Aid, Tallulah Falls 
and our endowment fund. 

The study circles show that most of 
the clubs have been studying modern 
questions, while the Albany Woman's

Tifton, Albany, Pelham and Thom- 
asville have a club of Camp Fire girls 
and they are doing splendid work. 

The clubs are espécially interested 
alon ilanthropic lines this year, 
BainbridZe having had a Thanksgiv- 
ing offering from the school children 
and also a community Christmas tree 
for the poor, and about twenty of the 
clubs sent boxes to the Belgians and 
sold seals for the Red Cross tubercu- 
losis fund. The Albany Woman's club 
has maintained an associated charity 
department for ten months and has 
taken in over $1,100 for this purpose. 

We have only two new clubs to re- 
port, the Newton Woman’s club and 
the Civic club at Leary, with -four 
others organized that have not yet 
federated.

WONDER how many of our moth- 
1* ever consider for how many 

years the early training of chil- 
dren influences their manners and 
their position among their fellows, 
boys or girls? I am afraid that most 
mothers say, Tes, my girl is of a re- 
tiring disposition, but I encourage it 
rather than see her grow bold. It 
doesn’t matter, anyway, for as she 
grows older she will outgrow it.” 

But do children ever entirely out- 
grow the various traits of character 
instilled in them in their early years 
of training in school and home? I do 
not think so. 

Rather I am coming to believe that 
our great men and our famous 
women, many of them so-called self- 
made, would agree that their lives 
have been influenced by the attitude 
they were taught as children to as- 
sume toward their fellows. 

Some of the views in this article 
may seem radical to some people, but 
often one must be radical if a lesson 
is to be properly impressed. And 80 
I say to our mothers: If you must 
choose between two courses, seize 
upon that which will instill in your 
child thoughts of self-sufficiency 
rather than those of apologetic hum- 
bleness.”’

No less 
an authority than Professor Trum- 
bull Ladd feels that it is the question 
of harmony or the lack of it that 
makes for a happy match or an I- 
mated one. He, along with many 
other psychologists, divides them into 
four important classes. 

The choleric disposition is easily 
provoked to anger; highly tempered 
and irascible. The melancholic is low 
spirited, downeast and sad. The san- 
guine is of buoyant disposition; hope- 
ful of the best, light-hearted, viva- 
cious or cheerful, ardent or enthusi- 
astic. Finally there is the phieg- 
matic, which is not easily aroused to 
feeling or action; sluggish and indif- 
ferent.

choleric, but the moderately sanguine 
would be apt to correct the moder- 
ately choleric or the moderately 
phiegmatic. In other words, mar- 
riages between persons of different 
temperaments, but not too different, 
are more likely to be happy than 
marriages between persons of the 
same temperament or of very antag- 
onistic temperaments. Professor 
Ladd feels that much of the unhap- 


piness in modern married life is due 


to a lack of sense of partnership in 
the matrimonial feature. 

He holds: “The man deserts the 
woman because she in fact does not 
make him a home; the woman leaves 
the man, complaining that he does 
not provide her with all the comforts 
or all the freedom from a laborious 
life which she feels her sex en.sties 
her to enjoy.”

Putting Your 


FTER the joys of fall excur- 
A tions either in town or to the 

country you should feel yourself 
equal to plenty of hard work. Most 
homemakers find it a hard task to 
get their homes in order for the win- 
ter. This will appear difficult unless 
you take it up systematically and do 
a little each day. It makes little dif- 
ference where you begin so long as 
you work systematically. 

One way of commencing is to take 
pencil and note book in hand and go 
from room to room jotting down 
notes on repairs and work that must 
actually be done over. This may 
mean the papering or cleaning the 
walls of one room, having the kitghen 
floor painted and having some furni- 
ture mended in a third. 

The summer curtains, portieres and 
blinds should be taken down, well 
shaken, looked over to see if any re- 
pairing is nécessary and the winter 
ones are brought out and well 
brushed. Remember that curtains 
wear out fifst at the edges where 
the hooks go when they are hung 
and where they are peggéd in the 
washing and cleaning.’ If you find 
any that are past mending you can 


winter things in their stead. After 
you have finished this you can ex- 
amine the kitchen utensils and the 
things stored away in the cellar for 
the summer. If you find that some of 
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gray or cream stripped paper if the 
cellings are under nine feet. Do not 
have a plate rail unless you have a 
collection of rare plates, platters or 
bits of old pewter, Sheffield, brass or 
copper, which may be displayed in 
this way and give your guests some- 
thing really worth while to look at.

Control Among 


Americans

F WIE could take a bird’s-eye view of 

‘ourselves perhaps the first thing to at- 

tract our attention would be our in- 
ability to control our emotions even under 
moderate stress. Many of us fret our way 
‘hrough the world somewhat after the 
‘ashion of a horse going through a swarm 
of flies. Indeed, not a few of us, when 
merely experiencing the ordinary discom- 
forts incident to life on this planet, act as 
if we had broken into a hornet’s nest. 


In the majority of instances this fretful 
frame of mind results not from the annoy- 
unces themselves so much as from our at- 
titude toward them. Take, for example, 
the question of disagreeable noises. I am 
not the first to call attention to the fact 
that noises in themselves do not disturb 
us so much as our mental attitude toward 
them. 


Why We Are Annoyed. 


Of course, certain sounds are in them- 
annoying, perhaps injurious, as 
iummering on metal, the clatter of unpro- 
tected pipes carted over an uneven pave- 
ment, or the loose tailboard of a tipcart. 
Sut if we pause to analyze our frame of 
mind regarding nine noises out of the ten 
which fret us, such as erying of children, 
crackling of steam pipes, barking of dogs, 
nowling of cats, piano practice and a thou- 
«ind other common noises, we come to real- 
ive the degree of annoyance they cause us 
i: proportidnal to our resentment. Some 
hings depend on the point of view, as the 
lawyer observed of expert testimony. “I 
um ve a little dog,” he said. “If I hold him 
he will bite you, but if you hold him he will 
te me.” 

It seems that there is an element of 
cushion in the question of self-control. 
Surely people do not faint as commonly as

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dence then than now. 1 am inclined, also, 
to think that weeping and allied emotiona!

NTON LANG 168 
dead. Fate, which 
loves to toy with 
the lives of men in 
sardonic, ironic 
humor, guided a 
bullet into his heart

Land searching for the life of an enemy. 

Perhaps fate played with him and 
brought him his end in hellish conflict be- 
cause he had lived his life in adoration: of 
peace. 


Anton Lang was the greatest Christus 
the Oberammergau Passion Players ever 
saw. He won the supreme role of the in- 
spired players because he had spent every 
energy in molding his actions and thoughts 
after the example of the Prince of Peace. 
Simple, modest, humble, noble of thought 
and deed, refined, sensitive, Anton Lang 
stirred awe and reverence: in the tourist 
who saw him, 


Dies in Scene of Violence. 


His eyes were startlingly like those that 
gaze forth, liquid and compelling, from the 
old masters’ heads of the Christ. Sitting 
in his lowly pottery shop, holding his mind 
to serene and unworldly thought, be became 
to the village of Oberammergau an exalted 
personage. Strife and contention never 
came into his life until the soldiers came 
and took him away to kill and to be killed. 


Now he is dead. Perhaps his body is 
still lying between the blazing trenches, 
perhaps that face that stirred _ reverence 
and religion in the hundreds who beheld 
the Passion Plays is still above ground, 
turned up to the sun and the rain. At any 
rate his death seems no more to the war 
office than the death of any other soldier 
of the line. 

If the Oberammergau players give their 
world-famous Passion Play in 1920 the new 
actor who appears as Christus will have 
an unenviable position. They will be com- 
paring him with Anton Lang. They will 
be saying, “Ah, if only Anton Lang. were 
here.” 


Chosen for Great Part. 


Twice Anton Lang played the part. 
Once in 1900 and again in 1910. Had he 
lived he would have been Christus again 
without a doubt, for no man living coyld 
compare with him in natural abilities for 
the part. 


He was a very young man when they 
chose him for the role. He was only “Toni™ 
then, a youth in his father’s pottery shop: 
Ten years before he had stood in the mob 
scenes, merely a lay figure, a character 
without name or individuality.

In person he approached the ideal more 
nearly than any other citizen of Oberam- 
mergau. In character he was spotless. In 
manner he was quiet, without self-con- 
sciousness and with no worldly ambition. 

Anton Lang was sitting at his work 
when the news. came of his selection. He 
fell back against the wall, quivering, his 
sensitive face stricken with the power of 
his emotion. . He could not run and shout 
and sing as did the other fortunate actors; 
he could only sit with his great dark eyes 
shut and draw long, fluttering breaths. 

Of all the hundreds of peaceful pursuits 
that were thrown over and neglected for 
war this Passion player's was the most 
contrasting. What was there in his life 
to prepare “Anton Lang for the rough 
camps and the grueling, bloody charges? 

Year in, year out, he had been rehears- 
ing the part of Christus, training himself 
to stir in others ideals of brotherly love 
and hatred of brute force. 

Lived Role of. Christus.

CHANGES. 
CRITICAL presidential election 
A had marked the very outset of 
the war (1812). 

r. Madison had, no doubt, been Mr. 
Jefferson's lieutenant and chosen suc- 
cestor and had meant to walk in his 
footsteps, preserving peace at the 
price of embargoes and domestic agi- 
tation, and keeping the federal gov- 
ernment in the background, even 
though it should cost it its strength 
and prestige. 

But there had been men of his own 
party from the first who earnestly ob- 
jected to the succession, wishing a 
leader of a different temperament and 
fiber. | 

„We ask for energy,” they said, “and 

we are told of his moderation; we ask 
for talent, and the reply is, his un- 
assuming merit.” 
The very war itself had come be- 
causé Mr. Madison and his cabinet, 
like Mr. Jefferson and those who coun- 
selled him, had nothing to suggest, 
whatever wrong was wrought upon 
them—except to withdraw from the 
seas, close the ports, build gunboats to 
defend the harbors, and wait until the 
inevitable should be at hand. 

While they waited every condition 
of national politicos shifted and was al- 
tered, and watchful men who wished 
for action had grown deeply uneasy. 

Sixteen years of Jeffersonian su- 
Premacy had culminated in a war 
which was against all Jeffersonian 
principles, and there had come about, 
while no one planned, an unlooked-for 
disorder of parties, a bewildering re- 
wersal of rights in every matter of 
policy. 32 

In June, 1813, Mr. Josiah Quincy, no 
Jeffersonian, but a federalist, profesas- 
ing to be of the school of Washington 
and Mamilton, had moved, in the legis- 
laturé of Massachusetts, that “in a war 
like the present, waged without jus- 
tifiable cause and prosecuted in a man- 
ner which indicates that conquest and 
ambition are its real motives, it is not 
becoming a moral and religious people 
to express any approbation of miiltary 
or naval exploits which are not imme- 
diately connected with the defense of 
sea coasts and soil! — words which rang 
true to the erlier tones of Jeffersonian 
profession. 

The young leaders of the new repub- 
lican congress, on the other hand, Jef- 
fersonian republicans though they pro- 
fessed to be, had pressed the war for- 
ward in the spirit, if not not with 
the method, which had been Washing- 
ton's and Hamilton's. 

Mr. Madison was not their real party 
head. Only eighty-three of the 188 re- 
publican senators and representatives 
attended the congressional caucus 
which gave him his nomination for a 
second term (May, 1812); and he won 
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the election only by the vote of Penn- 
syivania. 

Mr. De Witt Clinton, of New York, 
republican though he was, had put 
himself forward as an independent can- 
didate, had carried New York with him 
into opposition, had received the sup- 
port of the federalists, desperate for 
success, and had been voted for by the 
electors of every northern state except 
Pennsylvania and Vermont. 

Mr. Madison had received the solid’ 
support of the south and the votes of 
Vermont and Pennsylvania. Penneyl- 
vania's twenty-five electoral votes had 
decided the election (128-89): 

Parties were breaking up, and Mr, 
Madison's personality was not strong 
enough to hold his own party together. 

It had been a hasardous test of party 
allegiance with which to begin a war. 


A FORTUNATE 
PRESIDENTIAL CHOICE. 


HEN the war was over and 

Mr. Madison's eventful second 

term at an end, there had been 

another choiee of president which 

seemed to go by rule of thumb rather 

than by the real preference of those 
who guided affairs. 

Mr. Monroe received the suecéssion-— 
not because of his personal force or be- 
cause of any gift of leadership discov- 
erable in him, but becauee, by long 
public service and by intimate associa- 
tion with the leaders of his party, he 
had made his way into the inner group 
of politicians long since gathered about 
Mr. Jefferson. 

Virginia, one of the most populous 
and influential states of the union, was 
the republican party's center of grav- 
ity. Her public men, with twenty-five 
electoral] votes behind them, dominated 
republican party counsels; and Mr. 
Monroe was their choice for fourth Vir- 
ginian president. ; 

His nomination was carried in cau- 
cus, it is true, only by the harrow mar- 
gin of eleven votes over Mr. Urawtord, 
of Georgia; but, that initial victory 
won, the presidency followed as of 
course, 

Mr. Madison had shown himself a 
statesman rather in the framing of in- 
stitutions and the formulation of law 
than in the government of events. 

Mr, Monroe, without his studious 
comprehension of principles, stood for 


jat least a like experience in affairs. 


The country, it seemed, was not yet 
ready for younger men, and there wae 


no party set against him that could de- 


feat him. 

The federalists knew themselves dis- 
credited. What with their famous sup- 
port of Mr. Clinton, who had never 
avowed any principle which they could 
pretend was their own, and the ugly 
threat of the Hartford convention 
their loss of principle in following the 
men they did follow and the openly 
avowed disunionist principles of the 
one-time leaders whom they did not 
follow—the country-at-large had turn- 
ed from them in contempt and deep 
distaste. 

Their electoral vote fell off to thirty- 
four again; the votes of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Delaware. 

No doubt it was a fortunate choice 
which preferred Mr. Monroe at such a 
time. 

A man of aggressive force and enter- 
prising initiative would too much have 
disturbed the quiet, spontaneous proc- 


\eases by which, in those years of peace 


and yet of quick transition, parties 
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the American People 


were finding themselves and making 
ready for a new age. 

That the new president was no mas- 
ter of men had become evident enough 
while he was a member of Mr. Madi- 
son's cabinet. 

He had accepted the secretaryship of 


state in April 1611. with the avowed | 


intention of extricating the country 
from the entanglements into which Mr. 
Jefferson and Mr. Madison had suffered 
it to be drawn; but the dark tide of 
perplexed diplomacy which swirled 
about the Napoleonic wars, and which 
had overwhelmed Mr. Madison, had 
caught him also in its fatal drift, and 
he had become Mr. Madison's comrade 
merely, hot hie guide. He lacked orig- 
inative strength, but not sound char- 
acter; he fell short of the equipment 
of a statesman, but not of the. equip- 
ment of an upright and serviceable 
public officer, 

He was able, his colleagues found, 
‘te keep important matters steadily 
under his attention until he had mas- 
tered them and could form hia judg- 
ment accurately concerning them,” and 
looked into his duties with “a mind 
of capital integrity and ingenuous hon- 
esty.” 

Without the social gift to preside 
with grace, he brought dignity and 
good temper to his task, and the safe 
traditions of an elder school in -pol- 
itics. ‘ 


A NEW ORDER 


OF POLITICS. 
HILE Mr. Monroe steadily held 
W the government to its accepted 
and established mode of action 

and of growth, many things disclosed 
themselves in the life of the country, 
and polities moved forward to a new 
order. ; 

Hitherto the country had known the 
leadership only of New England and 
the South, regions peopled straight out 
of the old world; the one ruled by a 
professional aristocracy of ministers 
and lawyers, the other by a social and 
propriétary aristocracy of land owners; 
both governed, alike in thought and 
action, by old. traditions, and both 
smacking, whatever their professions 
of democratic principle upon occasion, 
of an old-world taste for privilege and 
for the authority of a trained, experi- 
enced, disciplined minority. | 

But sinee the new century opened 
and Mr. Adams gave place to Mr. Jef- 
ferson néw states had come crowding 
faster and faster into the union, and 
came crowding atill: Ohio (1808), 
Loulsiana (1812), Indiana (1816), Mis- 
sissipp! (1817), Illinois (1818), Alabama 
61819); most of them springing up in 
the far valley of the Mississippi, where 
new communities bred a new air and 
the sap of a new nation was rising. 

Transplantation thither seemed to 
éreate a new race—not the mere off- 
spring of New England or the South, 
not mixed or compounded of the two in 
such ways ae to reproduce the east, not 
molded from the old world, not homo- 
geneous even, but full of racy elements 
united in a new and free combination, 
more like New York and Pennsylvania 
than like Virginia or Massachusetts, 
and yet different also from these, with 
a flavor and spirit distinctly ite own. 

The country was at last in a position 
to feel at their full these forces from 
within, and to respond to them quickly 
and naturally. — 

By the mastery_of Wellington and 
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Blucher at Waterloo (June 18, 1816) 
Burope had found peace again. 

For the first time since the revolu- 
tion in France, since the setting up of 
the federal government in America, the 
seas were cleared of hostile armaments. 
Questions of impressment and of the 
rights of neutral carriers at sea fell 
quietly out of sight amidst h general 
peace, 

very strain was eased, and the 
young state in the west, which the 
great storm of war over sea, spreading 
blackly from continent to ocean till it 
seemed to fill the world, had at last 
touched and tested, could turn to its 
own affairs with a novel sense of free- 
dom from outside influences or inter- 
ruption. 

She found her affairs and her life 
singularly altered. 

Peace changed the very face of trade. 
American skippers no longer had the 
lucrative advantage of commanding the 
only vessels free to pass from port to 
port amidst a world at war. 

There was, indeed, still plenty of car- 
rying to be done at sea.\ Crops fell 
short in Europe after the scourge of 
War, and America Alled all the ships 
she could gét with grain for the mar- 
kets Over sea. . 

English merchants poured their goods 
once again into the American ports, 
so long shut against them by embar- 
goes and war. ; 

But seamen of every nation could 
compete for the trade, and the Yankee 
skipper had no longer any advantage 
except such as his wit and gea-bred 
fitness gave him.

A PROTECTIVE. 
TARIFF. 


HE very freedom with which trade 
moved altered the attitude of the 

a country toward it. Manufactures 
had sprung up while the ports were 
closed. The very ship owners of the 
trading ports had in many Instances 
sold their craft and put their capital 
into the manufacture of such things 
as were most immediately needed for 
the home market. 

By the year 1815 close upon 350,000, 
000 had been invested in the manufac- 
ture of textile fabrics alone. 

In 1808, when feeling ran so hot in 
the east over the embargo, there were 
but 8,000 spindles employed in the man- 
utacture of cotton, and only some 1,500 
bales of cotton por vear were needed 
to supply them put in 1815 there were 
600,000 and 90,000 bales of cotton were 
‘used within the year to keep them busy. 

In 1814 Mr. Francia Lowell, Pt Bos- 
ton, had set up at Waltham the first 
factory ever established in which every 
process in the manufacture of cotton, 
from the cleansing and carding of the 
raw material to thé weaving of the 
cloth, was carried through under a sin- 
wie roof, each step intelligently and 
economically so-ordinated and fitted to 
the next. 

The secret of the power loom suc- 
cessfully put into operation in England 
in 1806 had been very jealously and 
carefully guardred by its investors, but. 
with the assistance of 
shrewd mechanics, worked its principle 
out to @ successful application for him- 
self, and the American factory system 
was once for all established. 
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The new movement did not stop with 
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the establishment of cotton factories. 
The manufacture of wool and flax and 
hemp and even silk was added. ; 

The machinery which could not de 
bought in England was made in Amer- 
ica. 

Iron manufactures, long ago set up 
but tentative and feeble hitherto, in- 
creased from hundreds of thpusands to 
millions in value under the stimulatio 
of foreign trade cut off. 9 f 

Hides and skins were extensively pre- 
pared; liquors were distilled and fer- 
mented from the abounding grain and 


enware, furniture, almost everything 
that was in general use in the country 
was sooner or later added to the grow- 
ing list. 


scale took heart to grow, and those 
which Americans had hitherto not 
dreamed of attempting were hardily 
embarked upon. 

Distinet manufacturing regions be- 
gan sensibly to develop in the middle 
states and in the east, with interests and 
characteristics which statesmen could 
not afford to overlook. 

It was manifestly @ menace to every 
young industry that a flood of English 
importa should continue to pour into 
the country at the open porta. 

The remedy was a protective tariff, 
such as Mr. Hamilton had wished to 
see at first; and the young republican 
Jeaders of congress did not hesitate to 
advocate and establish it (April 22, 
1816). 

Mr. Madison himself favored and 
even urged it, as he had favored and 
urged also the re-establishmént of the 
national bank. 

Western members of congress sup- 
ported it because they wanted and could 
get duties on flax and hemp. 

Dvery state in the union except Dela- 
ware and North Carolina was ftepre- 
sented by at least one memder in the 
vote which established it. 


NEED OF INTERNAL 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


EN of the most diverse viewe and 

M interests united in wishing to 

“Y give the country not only polit- 
ical but also soonomic independence. 

Mr. Clay ufged that it ought to be 
put into a position to develop every 
resource that could serve it or make it 
powerful in timé of war. 

The duties imposed were not high, 25 
per cent upon cotton and woolen goods, 
and upon other manufactured goods in 
proportion. | 

But the duties on cottons and wool- 
ens were made very formidable, as it 
turned out, by a provision that in no 
case should they amount to less than 
6% cents a yard. 

At the very outset that represented 
a tax of more than 25 per cent on the 
coarse goods which the southern plant- 


ers bought for the use of their slaves; 
and as the process of manufacture 


cheapened this fixed minimum repre- 
sented, of course, a larger and larger 
fraction of the price, 

It was pretty sure in the end to be- 
come an effectual barrier against all 
foreign competition. 

The men.who planned these things 
saw also the danger of mere develop- 
ment, the risk in growth itself, unless 
the country, with its long coast and 
scattered settlements, spreading more

Industries long ago begun on a small 


than enthusiasm for 
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bound together by easy means of inter- 
course and union. 

It had been found next to impossible 
to handle armies in the northern for- 
ests during the war, or in the long wil- 
derness which lay upon the Lower 
Mississippi between the Atlantic séttle- 
ments and the Gulr; difficult to handle 
them anywhere at the heart ot the 
country, even amidst the oldest settle- 
ments—for Pack of roads or any open 
way of transport except where rivers 
or the lakes themselves lay Hike high- 
ways. 

The troops had been time afid again 
likely to starve, hot because there was 
not food enough to be had upon the 
order of the government, but because 
it could not be got to them, 

The commissary had infinitely more 
difficult duties than the general in 
command. 

Great highways weré needed, alike 
for war time and for times of peace, 
and a system of canals cut from water- 
course to watercourse. 

Mr. Gallatin outlined what ought to 

be done as long ago as April, 1808, in a 
foreible report to congress, planning a 
whole scheme of intéerconimunication 
with all his wide-eyed, statesmanlike 
sagacity in such matters; but Mr. 
' Jefferson, though he felt nothing less 
the secretary's 
plan, had demanded first a constitu- 
tional amendment to make it légal. 

Mr, Gallatin’s broad purpose of “in- 
ternal improvements” upon a national 
scale and at the nation’s expense slum- 
bered, therefore, until congress came 
which the young republicans led who 
made war on England. 

Then (December, 1816) Mr. Calhoun, 
of South Carolina, proposed that the 
million and a half dollars which the 
new national bank had paid the gov- 
ernment for ite privileges should be 
eet aside as a fund “for constructing 
roads and canals and improving the 
navigation of watercourses.” 

But, though the bill passed, Mr. Mad- 
ison vetoed it; entertaining Mr. Jeffer- 
son's scruples in the matter; and for a 
little while longer the plan was put 
aside. 


The federal government did nothing 


but slowly push forward through the 
Cumberland Gap into the west a single 
great road which was meant to be the 
nation’s highway to the lands on the 
Ohio, ite common estate in the far 
western valleys. 

This road the government had be- 
gun in 1906, and from year to year 
Small appropriations had been made for

ISSUE. 


HE new national principles of the 
republican leaders found fuller 
scope and a wider application in 
affairs when Mr. Monroe became presi- 
dent—not so much of any change from 
the old order of thinking in Mr. Mon- 
roe himself, as because events over- 
ruled party creeds, and made their own 


terms with abstract principles. 
Subtly, insensibly, by an alchemy 
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whose processes no man knew or guid- 
ed the transformations of growth were 
becoming also transformations of cher- 
acter in the young body politic of the 
union. : 

Young men, and men not hitherto 
looked to for leadership, were pushing 
themselves to the front. 

Mr. Madison had already called Mr. 
Crawford, of Georgia, one of the new 
group of congressional leaders, into 
his cabinet, and Mr. Monroe retained 
him as sécretary of the treasury. 

He called Mr. Calhoun, of South Car- 
Olina, to the secretaryship of war. 

The etate department, hitherto the 
chief post of each administration, he 
put into the hands of Mr. John Quincy 
Adams, whose defection from the fed- 
eralist ranks in 1808 had shown in him 
the temper arid the audacity of the man 
who dares interpret the signs of the 
times and is not subject to the discipline 
of parties retrogressive or gone astray. 

Letters written by Mr. Jefferson and 
Mr. Madison from their quiet places 
of retirement could not hold the coun- 
try back from radical change. 

Every year the mere scalé of affairs, 
if nothing more, was enlarged and al- 
tered—by the tidelike movement of 
population into the western country, the 
setting up of new atates, the quick 
transfigurements of economic condi- 
ditions, the incalculable ehiftings and 
variations of ‘a society always making 
and to be made. 3 

It was found when the census of 1820 
came to be taken that the total popula- 
tion of the country had increased from 
7,215,791 to 9,638,191 within the decade. 

Twenty thousand immigrants had 

come in at the ports the year Mr. Mon- 
roe became president (1817). 
It was not merely a growth along 
the old lines and at the old seats of 
population. The restless, unceasing 
adventurous movement of the nation 
made a deeper impression upon its pol- 
itics than did its mere growth. 

The boatman’s song on the long west- 
ern rivers, the crack of the teamster's 
whip in the mountain passes, the stroke 
of the woodman's ax ringing out in 
the stillnesw of the forest, the sharp 
report of the rifle of huntsman, pioneer 
and the scout on the fast advanding 
frontier, filled the air as if with the 
very voices of change, and were an- 
swered by events quick with the ful- 
filment of their prophecy. 

Five states were admitted to the 


union within the first four years of 
Mr. Monroe’s administration, as many 
as had been admitted within the five- 
and-twenty years preceding. as many 
as were to be admitted within the five- 
and-twenty years to follow. 

And the list of new states was not 
complete before an issue had been 
raised whose significance was only too 
‘plainly of the future; not a thing to be 
settled at a stroke, but a thing to be 
slowly tried out by the long processes 
of the nation’s life. 

It startled him, Mr. Jefferson said, 
‘like a fire bell in the night.” 

It arose out of the application of the 
Territory of Missouri to be admitted to 
the union (March 6, 1818). 

Missour! had been settled out of the 
south; slave owners had followed the 
hardy first settlers thither; and now 
they asked leave to come into the union 
as a state with the institution of slav- 
ery secured to them in their constitu- 
tion. 

Here was a question which aroused 
passion and challenged principle upon 
the instant—an issue between the north, 
which had rejected slavery, and the 
south, whose industries and whose very 
social order were founded upon it.

| Temperance Committee Re- 
port Calls on Legislature to 
Support Proposed Amend- 


Ga., November 13.—(Special.) 
The central and most interesting fea 
ture of today’s session of the North 
Georgia conference assembled here was 
with reference to the prohibition legis- 
lation now being considered by the 
general assembly. 

Dr. J; H. Eakes first brought the 
matter up when he introduced. a reso- 
lution, which was adopted by the con- 
ference, in which notice was served the 


publie that. when the conference pass- 
ed a resolution of indorsement two days 


the legislature, that e conference did 
not intend to indorse any phase of the 
bills that permitted the keeping of 
whisky even in private homes for 
beverage purposes. The wish of the 
conference is fér total and absolute 
prohibition. After much discussion the 
conference voted heartily indorsing Dr. 
Eakes’ suggestion. 
National, Prohibition Supported. 

Immediately following the adoption 
of that paper, Hon. E. W. Martin, of 
Atlanta, read the report of the tem- 
perance committee. The committee’s 
report declared that sentiment in Geor- 
gia is now more determined than ever 
for the complete overthrow of the whis- 
ky traffic, and that this fight is to 
be continued until the desired victory 
is achieved. The report called for the 
minishment of all violators of the law, 
and called upon Georgia’s national 
representatives to support the proposed 
plan to submit to the states the privi- 
lege of voting on the constitutional 
amendment for national prohibition. 

Dr. Eichelberger, of the Anti-Saloon 
league, addressed the conference, re- 
ferring to what had been done already 
and outlining plans for future efforts. 
He stated that the muddle concerning 
the rules of the gencral assembly had 
been created by the whisky element, 
and also declared that laws would be 
enacted whereby violators of the pro- 
hibition laws could be brought to trial 
in other counties than those in which 
they had disregarded the laws. He de- 
clared the work of the Aunti-Saloon 
league was not only to put out the 
whisky traffic, but also to keep it 
out, and that the league would devote 
its energies in the future to the defeat- 
ing of those men who had striven to 
continue the whisky traffic in the 
state. In this connection he said free- 
ly that the representatives from Rich- 
mond, Fulton and Floyd counties would 
never again be elected, as well as that 
from Columbus. 

Griffin Wins Conference. 


Griffin and LaGrange today entered 
into a lively competition in extending 
to the conference invitations to meet 
at those places next year. The attrac- 
tions of the two cities were brought 
out in a lengthy discussion, and each 
city vied with the other in the hearti- 
ness of its solicitation. When the vote 
was counted the city of Griffin, the 
Turkish towel town, was declared the 
winner by a good iiajority, The Rev. 
Nath Thompson, of Griffin, promised 
that, if the conferencé would meet 
Turkish towel as a souvenir, and a 
wash rag thrown.in for full measure. 

A session of the legal conference 
was held this morning. The charter of 
Emory university, as given by the 
courts, was formally received and ac- 
cepted by the legal conference. A 
committee consisting of Hon. E. W. 
Martin, Revs. P. Allen and J. W. 
Quillian was appointed to make dispo- 
sition of certain wild lands owned by 
the conference, but claim to which is 
contested. Nath Thompson, who is sec- 
retary of the Asbury Remounting 
Brotherhood, suggested that the wild 
lands be donated to the brotherhood, 
to be used for grazin-rounds for the 
superannuated horsesiibat have worn 
out their lives in trav g the circuits 
of the conference.

An entire building, covering 2 full 
acre of ground, has been set apart to 
house this valuable cattle display. In 
this show there will be some 400 head 
of the finest Hereford cattle in the 
United States, some of which were 
shown and won the highest premiums 
at the Panama-Pacific exposition | 
in San Francisco. There are twen- 
ty-two herds of these cattle, av- 
eraging nearly twenty cattle to the 
herd, and in some of them are single 
animals said to be worth as high as 
$15,000 each.

Friday morning, November 19, Secre- 
tary Stone, of the American 
Hampshire Breeders’ association, will 
sell at pone auction sixty to seventy 
head of cholera-immune Hampshire 
swine of the same classes. 


Hereford Cattle. 


An interesting auction of fifty head 
of pure bred registered Hereford cat- 
tle will take place at the fair grounds 
Friday afternoon, November 19, under 
the auspices of the American Hereford 
Cattle Breeders’ association. 

The first Southeastern Fair held un- 
der the auspices of the association 
formed by the citizens of Atlanta, will 
open Tuesday morning, November 16. 
It is reached by the Lakewood car line 
of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company. In it will be shown not only 
this splendid cattle exhibit, but the 
fifth annual Georgia corn show, the 
show of the Georgia Canning club girls, 
the exhibit of the Georgia Pig club boys 
and agricultural and domestic exhibits 
brought together from thirteen south; 
ern states by The Southern Ruralist, a 
well-known agricultural magazine of 
this city, which has offered $2,500 in 
prizes of qash and merchandise. 

This first fair has been brought to- 
gether, established and built up with 
two of the finest and most substantial 
fair buildings in the world within a pe- 
riod of practically six months. Speak¢ 
ing of the splendid work that has been 
done there in the comparatively short 
period since Atlanta got up $235,000 
for the establishment of the Southeast- 
ern Fair, Chairman Ivan E. Allen, of 
the building committee, said: 

“Less than six months ago the steam 
shovel stuck its nose in the hill over- 
8 Lakewood lake, where the 
beautiful plaza between the agricultu- 
ral and lfberal arts twin building sforms 
thecenter ofthe landscapedevelopment 
of the $80-acre park, with 62 acres of 
lake, all city property. 

“Pairoak drive, a 70-foot boulevard 
cut through hills,double-track street 
car facilities, two miles of climb-proof 
ence, complete water, sewerage, light- 
ing and power equipments installed., 
miles of stréet resurfaced, to say noth- 
ing of fireproof permanent exhibit 
buildings of concreted steel and tile 
construction that are recogniged as the 
largest and dest permanent buildings 
ever built in the south for fair pur- 
poses—all go to make up a great fair 
sites that we are all justly oe of, >. 

In the county and city history we 
have never had a great enterprise that 
came so near the homes and hearts of 
all our citizens and. gave us such pres- 
tige throughout the state. and south; 
though some looked on and doubted the 
final completion of the greater fair 
idea and possibly less than a score dis- 
approved of fairs on general principles.
